THE PANTHER SENTINEL 


Bi-Commission Formed in 
Fast Three-Rounder 


And it all started out so 
peaceful with a report by a rep- 
resentative of the Madden Com- 
pany on the library copying ma- 
chine. The Commission decided 
to postpone committing (forgive 
the pun) itself on the matter at 
this time and instead decided to 
wait another 60 to 90 days un- 
der the present system (with the 
Madden Company handling all 
aspects of the machine’s opera- 
tion) to further study the matter. 

Coach Kelley presented the 
Commission with a request by 
the Board of Trustees to give its 
recommendation on the request 
by the League of South County 
Cities for Hartnell to hold one 
football game per year in south 
county, alternating between the 
King City and Gonzales stadiums. 
After lengthy discussion, most of 
it unfavorable, the Commission 
decided to postpone making their 
recommendation until their next 
meeting so that they might have 
more time to study the matter, 
and tabled the item. 

Next on the agenda was “Bi- 
Centennial” and that was the 
blasting cap which set off the 
whole meeting. 

It seems that at the last meet- 
ing, it was voted to sponsor Bi- 
Centennial Week celebrations 
through cultural activities, with 
money coming from the Special 
Events Trust. 

Mike Stark, dissatisfied with 
the motion, brought the matter 
up again at Tuesday’s meeting. 
He stated that he felt the money 
should come from cultural ac- 
tivities budget because the mon- 
ey in the Special Events Trust 
should not be used in this mat- 
ter, thus depleting that account 
which might be needed for other 
activities. 

Thomas Anderson retorted that 
the money in his cultural activi- 
ties account was already bud- 
geted for activities and it had 
been budgeted since the begin- 
ning of the year. 

Stark then asked where An- 
derson had gotten the money 


which he put into the Special 
Events Trust when it was 
formed. 

Anderson said that he had ta- 
ken the money at that time to 
put into the Trust by deleting 
some of his activities. He stated 
that it was his understanding 
that priority for money in the 
Special Events Trust would go 
to cultural activities and to the 
choir (Richard Magie, Commis- 
sioner of Finance, confirmed 
this statement) and that due to 
the letter which Richard Magie 
had received from Dr. Aslanian 
stating that the choir would not 
be needing any money from the 
Commission, he felt he was jus- 
tified in using the money from 
Special Events Trust for the Bi- 
Centennial Week. 

Joicy Revis and Rolene Sin- 
gleterry stated that Dr. Aslanian 
knew nothing about any letter 
and would like to see a copy of 
the letter which Magie received. 
Magie said that he had forgotten 
to bring the letter with him. 

Joicy then made the motion 
that the money for the Bi-Cen- 
tennial Week come from the 
cultural activities budget. 

Anderson voiced an objection 
to consideration of the motion. 

Magie stated that the motion 
was out of order due to the fact 
that the money had been bud- 
geted from Special Events Trust 
at the last Commission meeting. 

Joicy amended her motion to 
rescind the previous Commission 
motion on the matter. 

Thomas Anderson objected to 
consideration of the motion. 

Anderson’s objection failed in 
the vote. 

Joicy’s motion passed, 

Anderson declared that due to 
the motion there would be no 
Bi-Centennial activities. 

Motion to adjourn was made, 
and although there were more 
items on the agenda, passed. 

If this report sounds compli- 
cated and confusing, the meet- 
ing was even more so. —R.M.
